Archbishop Messmer’s argument is not hard to answer, because we 
dp not yet have any state church in America. 

,We willmgiy believe tlut our archbishop and other prietts of his 
type wish that the Roman Catholic church in America was rude the 
state church. He also hopes that this will be done some day with the 
help of the big capitalists who, whether Protestant, Jewish, or lieathen, 
see in the Roman (Catholic church their last bulwark. And we also 
know that the Rockefellers, Vanderbills, Goulds, etc., would go right 
over to the Roman Catholic church if such a re-enforcement of that 
church were necessary for the preservation of the present system. Even 
uow they are very munificent toward* the church. 

Yet a state church will never exist in America. To begin with, 
its establishment would require one of the most terrible civil nvrs the 
world has ever known. True, the church lias started such wars lie- 
fore. But the fact is, even if the Roman Catholic church allied with 
the c^talists should conquer once, and even if it should conquer 
ten times, it could never maintain its rule in the long run. 

It has just lost its rule once more in France. 

Therefore we should a.fvise our friend- Messmer that it would be 
better for the Roman Catholic church to adopt the Social-Pemocraiic 
principle, '‘Religion is a private affair.” This maxim is generally 
accepted in America. And yet the “only holy church” is doing a fine 
business here. Just consider its growth during the last twenty years.

Granting that the day will come 
wlicn the Socialist party will wake 
lip and find itself in the majority in 
both houses 3f Congress, and with 
a comrade in the White House, and 
will then proceed to introduce the

(Hic very important political ciwi- 
sidcration must be enipliasizcd: 
With the cliniiiuition of franchise 
capital the most ixjwcrfnl stinuilus 
of political corruption will be re- 
inovciL Wc .'vxrialists, sufficiently 
attack the dishonesty of old j-arty 
politicians, as the temptations tliat 
arc jmt forward by franchise capi¬ 
tal. And this demoralization 
readies far beyond the professional 
le.aders; it jicrmcatcs the public 
mind, and does a great deal towards 
making iKiIitics a game of sordid 
jicrsoral interests. And onlv when 
onr citizens will learn to put class 
intcrcst.s aUivc jmrely personal in¬ 
terests will onr propaganda succeed 
in overcoming the poison of politi¬ 
cal boodle. 

I can hc-ar the hackneyed argu- 
inrnts that public ownership or mu- 
nki|Kil ownership will only lead to 
an increase of potitkal corrnption.

But I 
must emphatically assert, that pas' 
expm»ncea do not warrant such 
liessimisin. Tlie cases of corruption

say, bv the Chicago Str^ Rail¬ 
way Companies alone- And !t 
stands to reason that in its fight 
for public ownership the Sociaiiat 
(larty must necessarily fight for 
civil servke, the referendum, the 
initiative and the recall, which wrill 
go far toward making our govern¬ 
ment clean and democratk. And 
the Soc.ilists have nothing to lose 
and ever.thing to gain from such 
a rise of o; - political morality. 

I certainly do not expect publk 
ownership of franchise entniiriscs 
to solve the social problem in its 
entirety. Yet I cannot agree with 
I oniradc lu M. Elliot, when he coo- 
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imply to make dividcmls and heap u)i millions. Similar 
statements ruuld be proven against all the other trusts. 

Thcreiore the Social-Democratic party demands that the prcxluc- 
tion of this country shall be taken away from the control of a small 
number of irrespon.sibIe mcii whose only aiqi is to exploit us to the 
last limit of onr endurance, without regard to human life or welfare.

Capital, say political economists, 
b that portion of wealth which is 
devoted to the production of more 
Wealth, that is, wealth set aside for 
reproductive purposes. When I say 
that it is sometimes sought to in¬ 
clude in the term capital not only 
the pain used for seed and the fod¬ 
der tor cattle, but'also the food and 
clothing of the laborers, you will 
1 thinl^ agree that the definition 
is not sufficiently definite. For this, 
as well as other reasons, I submit 
that the proper ilefinition of the 
term capital is: Wealth used for 
the proAiction of profit. This is 
bv no means the same thing. 
Wealth may be directed to the re¬ 
production of wealth and yet pro¬ 
duce no profit for the owner or 
user. On tlie other hand, profit is 
often secured by the destruction 
of wealth. The object of produc¬ 
tion to-day—tlie object of capitalist 
production—paradoxical as it may 
oe to say so, is not the production 
of wealth at all, but the production 
of profit only. The good of capital 
to Its owner is, not, that it enables 
him to produce articles of utility, 
that with it he can produce things 
to satisfy human needs but tha» it 

f roduces him an increase—profit, 
t is only in sc far as his wealth 
produces him profit that it is “capi¬ 
tal' at all. That it may be used tor 
the purpose of producing gooit and 
Wseful things is merely an incident 
•nd does not concern him. Its real 
function b to breed, to fructify, to 
produce profit. Whether it is iised 


for the production of Junn ^ood 
and useful, or of others which are 
mischievous and harmful, b of ab¬ 
solutely no concern to him as "cap- 
italbt'' It may be shoddy dothing, 
bosh butter, leaden bayonetb, or 
big guns, that he b cnga^^ in put¬ 
ting on the market, Imt the utility 
of th' reverse of these things docs 
not ccucem him in the least, so long 
as by - Todneing them he makes for 
himaeff a profit. 

When a man invests a thousand 
pounds in a commercial venture, he 
does it in the hope or expectatioa 
that at the end of a year his thous¬ 
and pounds will have incteaseil— 
will have grown. If at file end of 
the year tlcre was still only his 
thousand pounds he would be dis¬ 
satisfied and dbappmnted- He 
would feel that it had failed to ful¬ 
fil its mision, that he might as well 
have krat it in hb strong box at 
home. His only object in inve«*<'>c 
it was to get a profit Now 1 want 
you to understand that just here we 
are not concerned with the approval 
or condemnation of this; we are 
simply engaged in analysing ex¬ 
isting' facts, and what we must 
recognize as a fact is that in invest¬ 
ment of capital is dictated by no de¬ 
sire to satisf • human needs; fo, in 
the words of a pushing advertber, 
“meet a long-felt want,” but only 
to make personal profit for the in¬ 
vestor, and that the true function of 
capital therefore, is not the pro¬ 
duction of wealth, but the produc¬ 
tion of profit—a very different mat- 
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ter. TUg fimetioa to grow, to 
breed, to increase, has ;^tined an 
exaggerated importMce ih the eyes 
of bourgeob ecoixxnists who have 
come by long contemplation of this 
wondrous creative power which ap¬ 
pears to belong to their deity to re- 
gvd capital as a sacred thiflg—but 
wjtbal a timid. Thc>- speak of It 
with lowly reverence, and with 
bated breath they caution working- 
pien t^ be law-abiding and moderate 
in their demands,! ;st they frighten j 
from our midst fhi** timid, holy' 
dove, capital, wlac.'i is sometimes 
described by cairscr but not less 
ardciit worshippcis as the goose 
tliat lays tlie golden eggs. To then 
capital is everytliing and labor no¬ 
thing. Labor, in their view, is kept 
alive by capital. It may seem a 
snull matter, but tlie order in which 
they place the dements of produc¬ 
tion snows their relative importance 
in their eyes. There are, they say, 
three elements of pepduction: land, 
capital and labor. Now a very little 
consideration will enable you to see 
that the premier order is laud, la¬ 
bor, and capital. I sometimes won¬ 
der that bourgeois economists do 
not place capital before land. It 
would be scarcely more absurd tlian 
to place it before la-or, but I sup¬ 
pose it would make the absurdity 
too apparent. Land, which, as an 
economic tenn, includes all raw ma¬ 
terial, must, in the natural order of 
time, precede all other things, see¬ 
ing that it is the material l^sis of 
existence. 

But while it is obvious that the 
land must have existed Ixrforc either 
labor or capital, one would have im- 
a^ned it to be almost equally ob¬ 
vious that the existence of lalxir 
must precede tlut of capital. Capital 
say the political economists, is the 
result of saving. Saving of what, 
but the result of past labor? Capi¬ 
tal, wc liavc seen, i.s wealth used rc- 
productively—wealth which, in¬ 
stead of being consumed, is rievoted 
to the production of more wealth. 
But whence did this capital arise. 
Capital, say the economists, is the 
re."nilt of thrift and abstinence. But 
thrift and abstinence, however ad¬ 
mirable tliey may be are but nega¬ 
tive qualities; they do not create 
any tiling. One may be as thrifty 
and abstemious as it is possible to 
be and yet possess nothing and even 
die of starvation. .Something more 
than thrift and abstinence is needed 
to create capital If a man earns 
a pound in a week and spends only 
ten shillings, you might describe 
the ten shillings he had left as “cap¬ 
ital—the result of his thrift and ab- 
itinance.” But rcallv it wouhl not

Dfyelopfflent Tending?

I. The Collaps^cf CapitaJi^ through Unrestrained Production. 

T O what i* tcoqotnic development tending? The Erfurter Pro¬ 
gram (tot. platform of the Social-Democratic party of Ger¬ 
many, adi^letl in and still in force) answers this ques¬ 
tion veryjclearly: 'The divided petty industries will be re¬ 
placed by colossal miUistries, the tool grows into the machine, the pow¬ 
ers of production de\ clop with ^ant -Jrides. "But all the advantages 
of this change will be nKinopohzed bv ‘lie capitalists and the great 
land-owners. For the proletariat and i k* decaying middle classes— 
the small traders anil farmers—it means a growing increase in the in¬ 
security of their existence, an increase of poverty, oppression, serx'i • 
tude, degradation aiiii exploitation.” 

Ever sharper and more destructive rage the industrial crisis; they 
make imiversal insecurity the normal condition of .society. Ever more 
numerous become* t!;c army of superfluous workingmen, and wiift 
growing bitterness the exploited carry on theit miglity class strug¬ 
gle- ' The force* of production have grown over the head of capitali.st 
society. This last ph.i'c awakes in us a whole chain of Mar.xian 
ideas. And in fact the spirit of Karl Marx breathes in this entire 
pari of the Erfurt Program. 

With dramatic vividness, Marx in his “Capital” shows how the 
powr.s of production, in the sliape of jicrfcctiiig machines, are develop¬ 
ing into man-slayers of the workingmen. With the increase of the 
social wealth of today, of the functioning capital, the army of the un¬ 
employed comprise* larger and larger battalions. 

The higher the crndiictivc ixjwcr of lalxir liccoines .-uid the more 
the workingmen pres- iiik>ii the means of ciiiploymciit, the nxirc in¬ 
secure and unstable arc all their conditions of life. By means of the 
reserve army of the uiifniployed. the workinpnen are mure firmly “fet¬ 
tered to capital, like I'mmetheus to the rocks." "The accumulation of 
wealth at one so .«ays Marx literally, "is therefore at the same 

time the accumulation ..f jioverty, painful toil, slavery, ignorance, 
bestiality and rlegradatimi at the op|H)sile ]K>le. that is un the |>art of 
tliat class which proihu i-s its own pnKhict as capital." 

.According to the Communist M.iiiifeslo. the workingin.vii is Ik'- 
ing more and more paniKTizcd. Instead of rising with the progress 
of industry, he is silking deeper and deeper under the coiiditiuiis of his 
class. The workingm.iii becomes a i>au|K-r, and pani>crisni is develop¬ 
ing more rapidly than the [xipulat ion of wcaltli. The workinmaii 
thus is becoming more miserable, not only relatively, but also abso¬ 
lutely. 

As a natural necessity, according to M.irx, the economic develop¬ 
ment leads to the downfall of the capitalistic iiiclustri.al svsicni "Along 
with the contimially diminishing nninlxT of the magnates of capital 
wIkj usurp and moni'isduc all ailvantagcs of this process of trans¬ 
formation. grows the m.ass of misery, oppression, .servitude, dcgrailz- 
tion, exploitation; but wiiti this too grows tlie revolt of the working 
class, a class always iie re.asing in lumiliers. and disciplined, ufiited, and 
organized by the very mechanism of the process of capitalist produc¬ 
tion itscK. The moiioiKily of capital tiecoines a fetter uixm the mmle

L’n^er the fixed relations of proiluction, which are ierally termed 
tl.e relations of proiierty. the powers of proiluctiun, the creating 
ptwers, are spriuitiiig. They are .spreading out witlun the narrow. 
ix>unds of capitalistic property, and they arc pushing against theaa 
bounds with their tremendous development. These bounds will bnrak 
asunder. 

The capitalistic prr.'ess of production draws the mass of workeff 
into the great factories gives them a natural and then an artificial or* 
ganization. schools and d'seiplines them. And at last it drive* them, 
under the influence of growing misery, oppression, and servitude, to 
burst by force the capitalistic system of proihiction. 

Capitalistic conditions, those ■onditions under which to-day ‘Jm 
product of labor is maniilacturcd and appropriated, have become un¬ 
tenable. And they will be destroi ed with one mighty explosion shat¬ 
tering the foundations of capitalist society. 

Just because the powers of production can expand no further in¬ 
side the shell of the captlalist system of i.rodiiction.they produce colo^ 
sal armies of unemployed proletariats, they extend pauperism to posi¬ 
tively frightful dimensions. 

The contradinory conditions of capitalism as a natural neces¬ 
sity include an increase of misery and servitude. The law of contra¬ 
dictions and the misery theory are in direct relationship to each other 
as pa.•cut and child. Both arc inextricably tied together 

The world-wide contradiction between the powers of production 
and the conditions of production must grow continually sharper. Thia 
sharp contradiction leads to its own destruction. 

ITic development of this contradiction, according to Marx, is the 
only liistorical road to its solution. .According to hi* theory, pro¬ 
cesses which contain a contradiction in themselves, point to a sort of 
reaction to their extreme opposite. The fea. fill anarchy of produc¬ 
tion '.c.ads to its contrary, to a social order and social nianagemeilt 
of production. 

The growth of the misery, oppression and servitude of the dis¬ 
possessed mass is a necessary path to the Socialist system of society. 
Alisery coming to its utmost limit, prixiuccs its extreme opposite, the 
uprising .against misery and its final aUdilion. 

Such is the theory of Karl Marx.
